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complicatpd, if not in its origin, at leait in its pi ogress, and almost always at 
thelatdl teimiii.it ion, witii local dtfections, and partial plethoras, generally of an 
inflaiiiliTiatory nature, which, at llie close, produce abscesses in some of tlie vitaJ 
oigans Dli-se local tendencies to encrtased action, aie paitteulaily noticeable 
rn I'yphiis fever; and in, tlio>,e or more general, and violent ie action, the 
poweis ot life seem depressetl' at the plose in /Wf^port/ou to their greater ex- 
citement at the beigiiuiiiig, so that the weans of bringing down the strength 
of the le-action at hist, viz by evacuations, particularly of timely blood let- 
ting, wrll become the means of husbanding the vital power (or the fulare and 
moie ftumid-able stages. It is only m their progress, and later periods that 
fevers ,ii.qune their contagions malignity, and apioperp'an of depletion e«Wy 
recurred to, will prevent ttie prodttctioii of a mass of contagion. 

In' othei acute complaints, such as in the hydrocephalic fever, wheii early 
blood-'leUing is ot »uch effectual service, it h much to be lamented that d 
more dexteious use ot the lancet is not taught, and more frequently prac- 
thed on children.* There is indeed a geneuF timidity with respect to thiS 
mode of depletion, which spreads from the patient, and attendants to the 
operator, and which in general makes the opeiati'on itself imperfect and bung- 
ling. Ihe faintisliness of tear, or any accidental stoppage in the flo* of blood 
is used as a pretence for suspsnding or deferiing the evacuation, where the 
powers ot lile aie often oppressed and suffocated from the want of it. It ap- 
pears certain that inflammatory diseases, or local tendewies to inti eased action, 
nave become much more frequent from caoses not haid to assign, but which 
aie, in a guat degree, refeiable to the habitual use of stimulants in diet, 
drink, aiKl abuse of Lhat tkt^s of medicines, which foims the fashion, or the 
curse ot the day, wkle the dram of the shop ro-crely supeieedes the dram of 
the eelte. 

AGRICULTtJRAL REPORT, 

From 9.0th October, till 20th September, 1810- 

The leather has been unusually fine for the last four weeks. There has seldom 
Occurred a season mofe favourable for the state of crops, which were generally late i* 
consequence of the backward spring. 

The grain m a general way has been got into the haggards in good order, yet m 
several parts of the coOntry there la stdl a good deal of corn in the fields, and even 8om« 
to cm down, which muW be injured by the wet V*indy weather that has lately set in 
Sniess a favourable change happens. 

From the present prices of gram, it does not appear that the Act for allowing th^ 
pablic stills to wort is likely ta be attended with that rise on the provisions, that wa« 
tome time ago predivfted by the opposers of that measure ; and if the teduiSion on th« 
duty on <ipirits has the effeiS to ,stop, or even lessen private distillation, the farmers may 
obtain a tair price for their gram, the revenue ot tiw country may be so far encrtased as 
to render it less necessary to lay on additional taxe«, as was the case this year, and the 
poorer classes of the people may not suffer by an exorbitant price of provisions. 

The poSMoe-erops have been much improved by the long continuance of fine weatheir 
(his autunin, and now promise an abundant sapply oi that necessary and UMricious toot.

The ft- 
tects naturally followed , as might be expected fiotn these cau^^eii. Tiade i-, never 
moie pi osperoiK, nor merchants never succeed betlei, than whtnliy slow, liiit sure

eiiterpiize was the geneial order of the day ; eveiyoue wished to b^eeieat* convex 
quently much was hazarded, and a few m the beginiuni; succeeded to piize>, while the 
wheel was iich, but latterly blanks have tinned up.

On ipeculation, and making what aie teimed Uxlivhits, This '-V'.leiii of jobbiii» 
unnecessarily raised the puce of theaiticle. We> have seen a miffhty -peculation in 
Imcns end without gain to the speculators, but pioducmj; most iiijuiious effects to 
the country, by the state into which foi the la-t two yeais the linen tiade has been 
thiown by the high prices to which linens were iai>.ed^ toi tins n**e was in a \f ly consi- 
derable deurree owing to the injud cious and UHwauantahle speculations which wcie sit 
aloat in the tastthree months of 1808. Foi atiiiie nothing e.caped comineicial avid- 
ity. Even the purchase of land, and an extensive demesne became the ob|ect of spiM. 
culation. But what has been the issue of all this bustle'. Disappointment o( t<(« 
highly laised hopes, and of fancied supeiioi cle\einess in managing fnt affaiis of 
trade, bankruptcies, distresses to find means to support over (radiiu, looses on most ar- 
ticles of impoitation and exportation have succeeded Such has been the unceitain 
state of tiade during the last two yeais, that peibaps tew have addtd to then < apit<il 
within that period. 

The woist has not been seen yet. The report of the bullion committee 
has thrown a strong light on the dangerous state of oui papei cunency, and shown 
beyond the power of sopbistiy to dispute, that money has been depieciattd tiom 15 to 
20 percent, and consequently every ai tide laised iieaity one fifth m price. Iinmediate- 
ly before the act of 1797 to excuse the national banks fioni paying then notes in specis 
took place, bank stock was 137 per cent ; it is now about 2j2 per cent, and had btt n 
highei : the 3 per cents weie at 52, and they immtdiatelv rose to 63 I'he mouicd in- 
teiest were pleased, and without looking deeply into the ipiobahic hnal result, weie en- 
iinaied by the plausibilities of Pitt, to attribute this use to his dtrnbic si/ilemofjlnnme, 
and fell into his schemes to lend money freely to aid his plans of destiuctive walfare.

From tlirs table we Inav perceive how rapidly discounts advanced, when the bark 
expected they Here permanentlv relieved lioin paving their engaKemenis in specie — - 
The bullion committee have on the piinciple of ju-tice itcommendeil that at the end of 
two yeais, the national banks should be compellcil to pay thf ii notes uiidei 51. in coin. 
But if possible this regulation Will be evaded by the bank, and by goveuimeiit. 
The present adininistiatioh aie avowedly hostile to it, and we have no giounds to ex- 
pect better from the opposite party, who aie stiuggling for their pluces. It cannut 
suit, the views of any party desiious to promote war ou the ptesent scale of tx- 
pense. 

A return to specie can only be effected by such a curtailment of the issue of papei, 
as would laise money li or 20 per cent, the amount of the pies^nt depieciation, so s-8 
to allow goverrtuient to puriihase gold bullion on such terms., as wmild enable them tw 
issofe'afresh coinage of guineas, Tbe puce of bullion is a ciiteiioii to tiy the vain- 
of the circulating medium. When specie has generally d sappeared fiom ciicnla- 
tion, if gold m hulhon exceeds the nominal value of gold in cmii, the medium used for 
purchasing is necessarily pioved to be depreciated. The tflVct of curtailment must 
necessarily render money to scarce, in the elfoit to produce equalraation, thatiioveiii. 
ment will find It difficult, peihaps impossible, to get their loans. Such an ahndue-, 
mentof discounts mtist also take place, as will be seveiely felt by peisons in tiade-, 
and produce much tempoiary inconvenience, when from the scaicity of money, and 
th»diiSculty of procuring diicomus, every man will be compelled iiuuily to depend 
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only OH his own capllal. A soarrity of mOner bearing hard On onr war S5'<tem of pfo- 
fn'ie public ejxpenilitare, must ultimatelv teird logood bv fixing limits to it ; and the 
temporary moonvieniences to traijti, may be expected to be amply compensated by th? 
increased security for the future. But it is improbable that parliament wili ipeedily 
ariopt the ineaiure of eiiforcini; cash payment'!,, when so many plausible objections ad- 
•dressed to present supposed interests can bpadvjtnced against the meajnre. But un- 
less sonie renovation of ourfiasile sysieuiofpapei credit is speedily adopted, it lu 
possible that the people actuated by an encieased panic as to its solidity, and by their 
feais»ggravated by succeeding political events, at no very distant period, may refuse 
to give confidence to paper any longer, and the history of America and France de- 
monstrates, that when public confidence is lost, which alone gives stability to paper 
no influence oi power of s^ove rnment can uphold it, or give curieiiiiy to it. Such ij 
ci ISIS may be dreaded, but in the iwvdst ot much snfferingr which such a state would pro- 
duce, a gleam of hope arises that good effects might be expected,and if there should be 
le^s w.eaitb, more trup happlne^s might be the result. 

Littif business isdoing m the commeicidl lyorld, speculation is nearly at an end, 
and ciedit is loiv. Ot couise teiv but the- real consumers appear, in the maiket. Much 
ofthe pernicious activity which foiroerly pievailed, and gave* deceptive appearance 
of prospciity is now withdrawn, and trade is reduced moie within its legitimate and 
jvioper bounds. A-ob9ii?e which may be contemplated for the better, as the bustls 
ot speculation was one finittiil source Of the deception respecting our leal trade, which 
tended to mislead as to our sUuation. 

In addition to "the low state of the cotton trade, from the want of demand, combi- 
nation amon^.the workmen is adding to the difficulties. Toe weavers lately combined, 
and f»rced some who had taken voik contrary to their regulations to return it to 
their employers, who gladly embraced the oppoi toijity tli,us presented to them, to dis- 
continue giving out mm e woik: a measure which the crowded state of their ware 
rooms rendered expedient, and which this injudicious, coinbination gave a good pretext 
to accomoiish — Now the cotton spinners have formed an association ostensibly for 
the purpose of affording relief to distiessed members, but it is asserted really lor the 
purpose of suppoiting combination. 

The last Imen market in Dublin, was extremely dull. There was no demand for 
America, nor did any buyeis from London attends The demand to the Loudon 
tnaiket has not improved. Brown linens have fallen, and a fuithtr reduction may 
be expected, when a plentifnl snpply comes to maiket, unless the purchasers shonU-l 
also be numerous. The crops of flax arevery abundant, and now that fain affords wa- 
ter to permit It to be dressed at the mills, flax may be expected to be on very low 
terms J thus a hope is held up that this mjnufactoie may once more leturn to its foi- 
mer cb«niieK,_from which it was dii-pUced by the orders in council of blundering 
statesmen, the schemes of speculators, the timidity and timeserving of the majority at 
Aimagh, and the dangerous offioiousness of public boards. Much loss has been sn.s- 
tained i» this trade during the last two years: butcoutiary to expectation this lossh!>t 
mostly fallen on the drapeis. The manufactuieis obtained good prices ; biowo lintns 
told high, while the demand foi them in the white state was so vtiy flat.

injury. If therefore frost sets m esSily next month, it wdl be pruiJent to protect 
t^tfi- ejijoties, witU morg than usual caie, i^i the toregoing teasons j neither plantms
